KEEPING DEALERS POSTED ABOUT 
YOUR CONSUMER ADVERTISING. 


SUCCESSFUL advertisers have discovered that 
it is no longer enough to advertise their goods 
to the consumer and to the dealer; to get full 
value from their expenditures for publicity 
they must, to a certain extent, advertise their 
advertising! And since large and experienced 
advertisers are now awake to the value of let- 
ting the trade know the consumer advertising 
they are doing, it may be worth while to in- 
stance some of the ways they are doing it. 

Of course, the easiest and generally the 
most effective way, the one used, in fact, nine 
times out of ten, is one of announcements 
through the trade press. But this is the ob- 
vious method; some of the other announce- 
ment plans tried by big advertisers outside 
the book trade, and by some of the publishers 
themselves, may be more suggestive. 

Nine times out of ten, if the trade press is 
not used, and often when it is, a form letter 
from the house outlines the campaign. This, 
with circular matter accompanying an an- 
nouncement in the book trade papers, was the 
method used by a well-known New York 
firm in a campaign two years ago, exploiting 
a widely sold library of reprints. An enter- 
prising Chicago publisher also bombards the 
bookseller with circular and statistical matter 
detailing the huge sums he is expending in 
his extensive consumer publicity. The trade 
Papers are used by him rather to emphasize, 
in summary form, the data contained in the 
circulars. Another well-known house, special- 
izing largely in fiction, tried the experiment, 
in the holiday season, two years ago, of page 
spreads in such mediums as the Saturday 





Evening Post and Collier’s. Due notice of 
this experiment was given in the trade press, 
while circular reprints of the advertising used 
were mailed to the booksellers. A big New 
York house, on the other hand, noted for its 
extensive and efficient advertising of fiction, 
uses the trade papers almost exclusively to 
give news of its advertising campaigns on 
individual books. 

Circular matter may range in cost and 
effectiveness from mere envelope-stuffers to 
complete portfolios, reproducing—in colors, 
if colors are to be used—the advertisements 
of the whole campaign. If the latter is 
to be extensive, these make splendid ma- 
terial for the traveling salesman, particularly 
if he is supplied in advance of data of the 
exact local circulation of all the various 
mediums used. 

The traveling salesman, who is able to say 
to a specific bookseller, “We are going to use 
twenty-four mediums to advertise this book, 
of which eight circulate in your town to an 
aggregate of 43,000 copies. This local adver- 
tising, we estimate, will cost us $78. Here is 
the copy we shall use in this local exploita- 
tion”’—that salesman who is able to say this 
to a prospective customer has his work made 
easy for him. The manufacturers of a widely 
exploited alarm-clock tip a little slip on all 
their correspondence, printed in imitation of 
the daily reminder pads. These slips run: 

May 

25 
“Big Ben” 
In Colliers. 


etc. Another advertiser stamps a list of ap- 
proaching advertisements, with a specially 
made rubber stamp, at the bottom of all his 
correspondence. These are current reminders 
of consumer advertising being run, rather 
than systematic exploitation of advertising 
campaigns being made. Similar is the case of 
the manufacturer of a new kind of paint to 
renovate tires. He ran a double-spread in a 
recent issue of the Saturday Evening Post. 
On the day it appeared the leading dealers 
who would or might carry it received a letter, 
with a coin attached, with which they were 
invited to buy a copy of the publication in 
question and read the advertisement! 

To reproduce posters in miniature and send 
them to retailers is a common device of pub- 
lishers, as it is with manufacturers in other 
trades. Several publishers send proofs of 
their current advertising to booksellers; and 
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at least one paper in recent years, the Boston 
Herald, co-operated with advertisers for a 
time in this sort of distribution. 

Make sure you have a story to tell the re- 
tailer, however, before you deluge him with 
matter ; for booksellers, of all men, have large 
mails and, perforce, capacious wastebaskets. 
It is a waste of paper and postage to tell him 
about the routine advertising which every 
publisher has to do as a matter of course. 
But from the special campaign, especially the 
one in which you can show effective local co- 
operation with him individually, you, as an 
enterprising publisher, are entitled to get 
every atom of publicity value you can. 


WHERE are on the whole the most suc- 
cessful book stores in the United States? 
Which is the best managed individual store? 
These two questions were asked recently at 
a booksellers’ gathering in New York. The 
answers given were interesting, partly be- 
cause of their practical unanimity. To the 
Pacific coast was awarded the general ver- 
dict; and, while in no sense underrating other 
excellently run and _ splendidly successful 
stores, both on the coast and in other parts 
of the country, the name C. C. Parker cropped 
up oftenest in the commendatory comments. 
Are the congratulations of the trade due Los 
Angeles in this respect? Certainly Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Indianapolis, Portland, Me., 
Springfield, Mass., and a score of other cities 
have At bookstores. 


THe Australian Bookfellow justly calls at- 
tention to the carelessness of many American 
dealers in sending mail thither with short 
postage—which means in Australia not only 
full postage due, but a penalty surcharge. 
Probably in some cases the two-cent letter 
rate to Great Britain and Canada has fos- 
tered an impression that other British colo- 
nies take a similar rate. The rate to Aus- 
tralia is, of course, five cents a half ounce 
for letters, two cents only for printed circu- 
lar matter unsealed.

EARLY AMERICAN BOOK PRICES. 
EARL L, BRADSHER. 


A RECENT writer has estimated that the 
“twenty bookes” of Chaucer’s Clerk of Ox- 
ford would “scarcely have failed to cost him 
the value of three average citizen’s houses 
in a great town.” Had, then, fortune smiled 
upon the Clerk he might have left a will 
to gratify more fully our curiosity about the 


relative cost of the items of a scholar’s li- 
brary some five and a quarter centuries ago, 
just as most of our knowledge concerning 
the very earliest prices of books in this coun- 
try must now be gleaned from the wills of 
book-lovers. Unfortunately these records do 
not go back further than the early decades 
of the eighteenth century, and what Ameri- 
cans of the seventeenth century paid for their 
reading is a matter of conjecture. Indeed, 
the entire subject is one upon which we have 
all too little data. In addition to wills, the 
circulars of the publishers of the late eigh- 
teenth and the early nineteenth century can 
yet be met with occasionally. The accounts 
of at least one firm of the eighteenth cen- 
tury are yet extant. The earliest of our mag- 
azines were little given to book reviewing, 
and even when The Port Folio of Phila- 
delphia, which was established in 1801, be- 
gins to print notices of new and forthcoming 
books, the prices are not given. Advertising 
in the newspapers is not a very popular 
method of reaching the public, and again, 
when it is indulged in, the prices are sel- 
dom stated, 

A large number of old Virginia wills have 
been thoughtfully preserved for us by the 
Virginia Historical Society. One of the first 
which gives anything definite in regard to 
ihe cost of books is dated in 1710. Hancock 
Lee, of Northumberland County, in this year 
had books the inventory of which reads: 
“4 Common Prayer Books, 6d; 2 old Bibles, 
4sh.: 1 small do. 3d.; 7 Whole Duty of 
Man, old, 2sh.; 1st, 2nd and 3d parts of 
Pilgrim’s Progress, 3sh.; 12 old books, 15sh.; 
7 do., 12sh.; 3 do., 3sh.; I book Writt by 
Purchase, 5sh.; 2 old ‘histories,’ 6sh.; Physic 
Dictionary, 1osh.; I book Intituled the dis- 
ruption of Africa, 2sh. 6d; 3 old law books, 
1osh.; 5 Physic books, £1; I Picture of Piety 
and the Touchstone wills and Testaments, 
2sh, 6d.” 

This, by the way, seems to have been an 
average library of the Virginia book-lover 
of the middle class at this time and for a 
period up to the very end of the century, 
when the romantic school began to be read 
widely in this country. Reading, as any one 
must acknowledge who takes the time to ex- 
amine many of these old Virginia wills, was 
much more widespread in the South during 
the colonial period than is generally believed. 
It was not, as is the popular impression, con- 
fined to the wealthier classes, but had per- 
meated to all ranks. Perhaps the very near- 
ness of the time to the original immigrant 
who might have brought books with him ac- 
counts in part for this. 

Of course, the items given above would be 
of very little value to us if it were not pos- 
sible to determine the purchasing power 0 
the money of the period. It must be kept 
in mind also that many of these books are 
specifically listed as “old.” The earliest wills 
usually took tobacco as a standard of value. 
For example, in 1713, “one great Book” is 
valued at fifty pounds of tobacco, a “Bible 
and a Prayer-book” at sixty pounds. What 
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the size and the general make-up of these 
items were is a matter of mere conjecture. 

When, however, a generation later, 1749, 
a three-vclume set of Don Quixote is ap- 
praised at £1, 6 shillings, and four horses 
are listed at only an average of £1, 14 shil- 
lings, in 1746, we have some fair basis of 
comparison. In the same will as the horses 
“a great Bible” is given at 12 shillings. The 
probability is that the Bible was old and 
worn. If this may be premised, the value of 
a large Bible in Augusta County, Virginia, 
in 1746, was approximately that of a horse. 

In 1751 the inventory of the estate of Ster-- 
ling Clark, of Brunswick County, Virginia, 
showed among others the following books: 
5 volumes of the Spectator at 12 shillings, 
6 pence; 6 of Pope’s Werks, 12 shillings; 
2 of The Guardian, 6 shillings; 2 of Addison’s 
Works, § shillings; and Bailey's Dictionary, 
£1. The value of a book is determined, of 
course, in a considerable measure by its bind- 
ings. It was the practice to bind in boards 
in the late eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries; and unless it is definitely, stated 
to the contrary, al) volumes of ordinary size 
may be safely regarded as so bound. Bibles 
and quartos (and our forefathers were very 
fond of quartos) were, however, usually fur- 
nished with something more durable and at- 
tractive—leather or sheep. 

Some prices in the Colony of Massachus- 
etts, for the following year, 1752, will give us 
a standard of comparison. Beef was selling 
there at 22-5 pence per pound; corn, 4 shil- 
lings, four pence per bushel; while potatoes 
brought 2 shillings, 2 pence. A common day 
laborer received 2 shillings for a day’s work. 
Were he, then, literarily inclined, he might 
get a second-hand copy of Addison’s Works 
— the price of two and one-half days of 
abor. 

The volume of business done by book 
dealers in the first half of the eighteenth 
century seems not to have been large enough 
to encourage them to very extensive adver- 
tising in the newspapers. And when they oc- 
casionally did advertise, the prospective buyer 
usually learned prices only after he had 
reached the shop. The New York Gazette, 
for 1753, however, contains a few short in- 
sertions, intercalated between notices of re- 
wards for runaway slaves and apprentices. 
A small and somewhat inconspicuous adver- 
tisement in the issue of December 17, 1753, 
reads: “Just Published, Price 1s. The Grave. 
a Poem. Likewise, Price 18d. The Last Day, 
a Poem. By Dr. Young, author of Night 
Thoughts. To be sold by Garrat Noels, 
Bookseller in Dock Street, where may be 
had choice Keskatomas Nutts, at 6s. per 
Bushel, and tod. the half Peck.” The key, 
alas, of the prices here is lost, for “Keska- 
tomas” nutts figures neither in dictionary (bo- 
tanical or other), encyclopedia, nor gazet- 
teer, 

_ During the Civil War the business of print- 
ing and importing books suffered along with 
all other lines of business, so that there are 
few ways of judging prices during this pe- 
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riod. Peace brought with it a new interest 
in things intellectual, however, for the con- 
flict had been, to a marked degree, one of 
ideas. It was only natural, therefore, that 
records should begin to be more numerous. 
The New York Daily Advertiser for Sep- 
tember 1, 1785, shows a fair proportion of 
space devoted to the advertising of books. 
New York was not the literary capital of 
the country at this period, and doubtless Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia papers gave even more 
space to them. Samuel Campbell, of No. 41 
Hanover Square (New York) calls attention 
to the fact that he has “just published 
Young’s Night Thoughts, 5s.; Dryden’s Orig- 
inal Poems and Translations, 2 vols.., &s.; 
Butler’s Hudibras—with plates, 5s.; Bunyan’s 
Pilgrim’s Progress, 4s. 6d. N.B. A few pairs 
of excellent Cordovan boots, at 44 shillings 
per pair.” 

Doutbless none but the very rich wore im- 
ported Cordovan boots at this period, which 
are here worth twice as much as five vol- 
umes of classics, probabiy bound in boards, 
octavo. “The Theatre” (there seems to have 
been but one in New York in 1785, of im- 
portance enough to advertise at least) offered 
at the same time “a Comedy of Three Acts, 
a Prologue, a Hornpipe and a Comic Opera” 
(one performance) for the box 8s., pitt, 6s. 
and the gallery, 4s. In this year ordinary 
shoes are listed at 7 shillings per pair; flour, 
2s. 6d. per pound; and potatoes at Is. 4d per 
bushel. 

In the last decade of the century prices 
can be accurately gauged by examining the 
accounts of a great Philadelphia publishing 
house, that of Mathew Carey. Only repre- 
sentative works of representative periods need 
be given. Carey bought of John Fellows, of 
New York, on April 12, 1704, among others, 
the following bocks:

The trade usually received 1-3 off at this 
period and it is perfectly safe to assume that 
the amounts given here are wholesale prices. 
The consumer then paid for a copy of his 
classic Johnson’s Lives, highly popular at 
this period, about £3.14.8. The bindings are 
not given, and in view of the high price (as 
much as for twice as many volumes of Gil 
Blas) and of its standing, it is fair to assume 
that the Lives were not bound in boards, as 
were the others. The prices of the remaining 
works are a mere matter of arithmetic. Car- 
rying charges between New York and Phila- 
delphia, being by water and fairly cheap, 
would not have added much to the retail price. 

On November, 1794, an invoice of bocks 
belonging to Carey, on hand at his store in 
Petersburg, Virginia, runs for the price of 
familiar entries as follows:

Seneca’s Morals, here listed twice, gives 
a good idea of the difference in price of dif- 
ferent bindings. The first entry is for some 
sort of leather, the second for boards. It 
may be that there were two different editions 
in America in 1794, but this is hardly prob- 
able. Malone’s Shakespeare, in the edition 
of 1821, is in twenty-one volumes, but in a 
bill of books which Carey had bought of 
F. Childs and Company, of New York, on 
April 11th of this same year (1794), there 
is the entry “1 Shakespeare [edition not 
given], 8 vols., £2.” This may be the same 
set. The bill just mentioned gives us other 
familiar items: Chesterfield’s Letters, 4 vol- 
umes, £1 8s.: The Spectator, 8 volumes, £2;

In this same year, one James Hardie had been 
paid 1 shilling, 6 pence for reading 1-2 sheet 
of Roderick Random. Leather was selling for 
is. 1-8d., paper for ts. 2d. per quire, letter 
sheet at 7d. each. Labor ranged from Is. 
3-od. a day for the unskilled to 5s. 5-6d. for 
the highly skilled. A Walt Whitman of the 
eighteenth century, then, might have driven 
nails and squared joists for two days before 
he could luxuriate in the adventures of 
Roderick Random. A “learned Blacksmith” 
like Elihu Burritt must needs make the 
sparks fly for some ten days or so before he 
could possess a set of the Spectaior. True, 
let us not say that it required so much ex- 
penditure of human energy to be able to 
read in the America of the eighteenth cen- 
tury; for, even earlier in the century, Benja- 
min Franklin tells us that he read though 
almost penniless. But what Franklin was 
reading, if not in content was at least in 
form the waif and the outlaw of the printer’s 
shop. The items before us are dignified ex- 
amples of the best print and paper of the 
-century, bound for wear. 

A bill of expenses of a literary agent in 
the year of 1791 throws considerable light 
upon the expenses of a publishing house in 
those days and the price of travel relative to 
that of books. One Mr. I. H. L., departing 
from Philadelphia records, among others, the 
following expenses: “Ferry [crossing a 
ferry. two entries, average] 5d.; dinner on 
hoard [a ferry] 3s.; passage to Baltimore 
[from Norfolk] £3; passage from Baltimore 
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[to Philadelphia] 16s. 3d.; dinner and sup- 
per, 5s.; bed, 1s.; breakfast, Is. 101-2d.” 
Had the agent been as anxious to read litera- 
ture as he no doubt was to talk about it, 
he might have taken out of one of his “two 
boxes,’ while he was waiting for bedtime, 
a copy of the Beauties of Fielding, which, 
in the same year, cost his employer exactly 
as much as the entry here for dinner and 
supper. Or, if he were not religiously in- 
clined, and prone to linger in the bar-room, 
he might have fortified himself by reading 
Baxter on the Soul, price (to the trade) 12 
shillings. Other books he might have set 
in the “cofre” “at his beddes head” at night 
were Cato’s Letters, 4 volumes, £1; Beauties 
of Pope, 6s.; Beauties of the Poets, &s.; 
Cook’s Voyages, 16s., and a Classical Diction- 
ary, 7S. 

The scholars, it might be noticed, had, in 
1795, left unbought at Georgetown the fol- 
lowing works: Mason on Self Knowledge, 
5s. 7 1-2d.; Bachan’s Domestic Medicine, 15s.; 
Perrin’s Greek Grammar, 6s.; Peyton’s Greek 
Grammar, 3s. 9d.; Priestly’s Lectures, 15s.; 
Philosophical Translations, 3 vols., £3; Art of 
Drawing, 7s. 6d.; Map of Kentucky, 12s. 6d. 
The literary men of the neighborhood left 
unused the “soo quills at 15s.” and the “3 
sticks of seal-wax at 2s, 9d.” had no chance 
to seal the “3 reams of paper at £3.” 

By 1799, one of the very first novels of 
American authorship was on the market. 
This novel, Arthur Mervyn, by the Phila- 
delphian, Charles Brockden Brown, had what 
was for the time a rather large sale, at least 
in the South. The price, in a report from 
Richmond, Virginia, is given at $1. Reuben 
and Rachel, another celebrated novel of the 
period, was selling at the same; while The 
Hapless Orphan brought $1.50. The book- 
dealer of Richmond in that year, who might 
have advertised “produce taken in exchange,’ 
would have received two and one-half pounds 
of cotton for each of the first two of these 
books. 

A catalogue published by American book- 
sellers in 1804 throws considerable light upon 
prices in that year. The sizes and prices are 
given, but the binding is seldom specified. 
The Algerine Captive, another early Ameri- 
can novel, two volumes, t2mo., sells at $1.50. 
Beattie’s .Minstrel has risen to the dignity 
of two editions—12mo., at $1.25, and “on 
vellum paper, hot pressed,” at $2.00. Two 
editions of Burns’ Poems appear at $1.00 and 
$1.50, while his complete Works, containing 
also a life. is issued in four volumes, 12mo., 
at $6.00. Mrs, Roche’s Children of the Ab- 
bey, the most popular novel in America be- 
fore Scott, is issued at both New York and 
Philadelphia, in each case in two volumes, 
12mo, at $2.00. The honor of two editions 
is likewise accorded to Miss Burney’s Camilla, 
which appears, at Boston and Philadelphia. 
in three volumes, 12mo., price $3.00. Her 
Cecilia is published at Boston in the same 
form and at the same price. Charlette Tem- 
ple has now hecome hackneyed enough to sell 
at 0.75. Three widely dissimilar works come 
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out in four editions; Blair’s Sermons ranges 
from three volumes 8vo. at $7.00, to two vol- 
umes, I2mo., at $2.00, while Sanford and 
Merton, a tale for Children, and Murray’s 
English Grammar are issued in form and 
price that should appeal to all. Walker’s 
Critical Pronouncing Dictionary, 8vo., costs 
$3.50. The cheapest dictionary published in 
this year is Elliot and Johnson’s, “for schools,” 
12mo., 0.50—the value of half a yard of mus- 
lin, a yard cf linen, a pair of low-priced 
shoes, or the wages of an agricultural la- 
borer for half a day. Murray’s Grammar, 
abridged, 18mo., would have cost one-fourth 
of a day’s labor. 

So far, only the final price of the finished 
book has been examined. One item in 1794 
was, as noted above, Thomson’s Seasons, 
with “elegant plates,” a feature which notice- 
ably increased the price. Just what the 
price paid to engravers in that year was, 
1 am unable to say; but in 1802 a Philadel- 
phia engraver contracted to engrave eight 
copper plates for a folio Bible, the subjects 
to be selected by the publisher, at $50 a plate. 
Engravers and printers were not very nu- 
merous in Philadelphia in those days, for 
when the first American Edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, usually known as 
“Dobson’s Encyclopedia,” was published there 
in 1803, it was difficult to get enough of them 
to do the press work and to execute the 
six hundred copper plates which the work 
contained. The publication finally appeared, 
however, in twenty-four volumes, at $156 for 
boards and $187.50 for sheep binding. Uoee- 
over, in spite of perennial groans from Grub 
Street, some at least of the writers of the 
time were doing well financially. Caleb P. 
Wayne is said to have paid Marshall $60,000, 
in 1804, for the right of publishing his 
Life of Washington. 

The difference in price between boards and 
sheep binding is given above. More light 
is thrown upon the subject by an old ac- 
count book of 1815. In this year a Phila- 
delphia publisher’s bill runs, in part, for 
bindings in boards, “Ovid Delphini, 0.37 1-2; 
Mysteries of Udolpho, 0.20; Blackstone’s Com- 
ments [one would have expected this to be 
bound in sheep] 0.23; Castle Rackrent, 0.16.” 
A few_entries under calf binding are “Tris- 
tram Shandy, 2 vols., $2.00; Ossian’s Poems, 
2 vols., $1.60; Arabian Nights, 4 vols., $2.80; 
Salmagundi, 2 vols., $1.40.” To what a 
dreadful state financially our country was 
reduced in 1815 is well known, but never- 
theless the book lover still continued to buy 
finely bound books, in appreciable quantities, 
although he might have hired a carpenter for 
two days for the price of the binding of his 
lristram Shandy, or for a very little more 
he could have secured the services of a 
printer for the same length of time. Had 
he been fond of feeding the flesh rather 
than the intellect he could have secured 
twenty peund of poultry or fifty pounds of 
potatoes. 

Toward the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, the publishers began to send out, 


to other publishers and dealers, hand-bills ad- 
vertising their publications. These were usu- 
ally some eight by ten inches in size, printed 
on fine paper on one side only, and executed 
in the best possible style typographically. 
Full descriptions are usually given. A good 
example is a circular which J. Cushing, of 
Baltimore, sent out in August, 1814. _ It 
read as follows: “Brooke’s General Gazet- 
teer Improved; or a New and Compendious 
Geographical Dictionary. . . . .[description] 


“CONDITIONS OF PUBLICATION. 


“It will be published in oue neat pocket 
volume of between 400 and 500 pages, printed 
on a beautiful Nonpareil type and fine vel- 
lum paper, 

“The price to subscribers will be $1.75 in 
extra boards, and $2.00 neatly bound and 
lettered. 

“To encourage an extensive circulation to 
this work, one copy will be given gratis to 
each person who will subscribe for six.” 

Neat spaces were always left at the bot- 
tom for names and addresses. The subscrip- 
tion feature was one that received a great 
deal of attention. Subscribers’ names were 
ostentatiously inserted in the volumes. The 
patron dedicatee may have been rendered un- 
popular in the days of Doctor Johnson, but 
in obscure form the practice of dedicating 
to persons of influence still lingered. 

One circular of more than ordinary inter- 
est is, “Circular of School and Children’s 
3ooks Printed and Sold by Samuel Wood, 
No. 357 Pearl Street, New York,” in 1814. 
Children of that day must have been largely 
of the sort that die young, if they could en- 
joy some of the items offered for their delec- 
tation. Epitaphs and Elegies, The Art of 
Flying [and we thought the science was 
new'j and The Mirror of Misery are offered 
(1-3 off to the trade) at 181-3 cents. The 
Bible History is 25 cents. Accidents of 
Human Life comes higher, in boards at 75 
cents. while the juvenile mind can be held 
firm in the proper path by Limed Twigs to 
Catch Young Birds, at 311-4 cents. But 
one is curious to know how many precocious 
voung Macaulays or Cowleys there were in 
New York in 1814 who would not have 
considered themselves badly used on Christ- 
mas morning to have found in their stocking 
Ursula, or the Insufficiency of Human At- 
tainments, price 371-2 cents. However, the 
rest of the list is far less formidable. 

A few more items from the circulars of 
the publishers will suffice. In 1814, a pub- 
lisher of Brattleborough, Vermont (which, by 
the way, was early of some importance as a 
publishing center), offers to the trade among 
other books, The Scottish Chiefs, $2.50; Life 
of Franklin, $1.00; Rasselas and Dinarbas, 
$1.00, and Bunyan’s Hearts Ease, $o.50. A 
New York dealer thinks it worth his while 
in the same year to send out a circular with 
only two entries: “Quarrels of Authors, 2 vols., 
12mo. Price, $2.00, extra boards. Elements 
of the Philosophy of the Human Mind by 
Dugald Stewart. 2 vols., $4.50, boards.” 
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The publishers of the period were issuing 
frequently what they called “chap -books,” 
popular literature on a cheap grade of pa- 
per, flimsily bound, and usually badly printed. 
A long invoice of 1814, filling séven foolscap 
pages, has of this class, The Deserted Vil- 
lage, $o.25; Sentimental Journey, $0.62 1-2; 
and Charlotte I emple, $0.62 1-2. In the same 
list is Ashley’s Xenophon, $2.2 .25; Boswell’s 
Johnson, $9; Cook’s Voyages, $2.50; Colum- 
bian Muse, $0.75; Curse of Kehama, $1.50; 
Dobson’s Petrarch, $3.50; Life of Nelson, 
$1.00; Marshall’s Washington, $17; Lay of 
the Last Minstrel, $0.87 1-2; Marmion, $1.20; 
Children of the Abbey, $2.50; Paul and Vir- 
ginia, $1.00; Thaddeus of Warsaw, $2.00; 
The Vicar of Wakefield, $0.75. (perhaps a 
“chap book”); and Young’s Night Thoughts, 
$1.00. The high price of The Children of the 
Abbey and of Thaddeus of Warsaw is due to 
the fact that they were published in probably 
two volumes, or perhaps even three, as was 
the custom early in the century. 

What are the values here represented? 
Young’s Night Thoughts was exactly equiv- 
alent to a day’s wages of the average Mas- 
sachusetts laborer. It could have been ex- 
changed for five loaves of bread or twelve 
pounds of beef, or for one-third of a gallon 
of brandy. Had some careful mother wanted 
to give her young hopeful a copy of Epitaphs 
and Elegies, she must need have gone to 
market with about two dozen eggs, or the 
family cow must have yielded twenty quarts 
of milk. 

Books. it seems safe to say, are one of 
the very few things that have shown a con- 
sistent decline in price in America within 
the last hundred years. Into the causes, 
mechanical and otherwise, it is not the in- 
tention of this article to enter. The phenom- 
enon begins to make itself felt after the 
War of 1812, though it was very slow - for 
some time. It is quite true that the actual 
number of dollars and cents asked decreases 
very slowly indeed, but the amount of human 
labor required as the purchasing price de- 
clines fairly rapidly. 

One is apt to arrive at a wrong impression 
concerning the amount of reading done in 


America in early days, especially in the pe- | 


riod when English romanticism. was making 
itself strongly felt in this country, that is, 
in the beginning of the nineteenth century. 
The publications which have been noticed 
here were necessarily works with which the 
average reader is, in general. familiar. But 
along with all this literature which is more 
or less immortal, there was an increasing 
amount of the ephemeral, known only to the 
specialist—and sometimes not to him. This 
literature, cheap often in a double sense, 
formed a proportion that has generally been 
underestimated of the reading of the period. 

But when all has been said, the fact re- 
mains beyond dispute that books of all 
classes, measured in terms of labor and_ its 
products, were, as has been shown, markedly 
higher than at present. They were, in fact, 
anywhere from two and one-half to three 
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times more costly. That there was 
reading public, considering the population, 
can be proved beyond dispute. To the tem- 
per of progress and enlightenment of our 
Anglo-Saxon ancestors is due the sacrifices 
which they made for this spirit of knowledge.

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ALFRED POLLARD’S “FINE BOOKS.”* 


Tue first thing one wants to say about 
“Fine Books” is that it is itself a fine book. 
It has the stately beauty of printing, which 
Mr. Pollard so praises in the achievement of 
William Morris, and it is enriched with many 
well-produced plates. The author concerns 
himself with telling you. what constitutes a 
fine book, in a collector’s sense, rather than 
primarily establishing your judgment as to the 
artistic content of the expression. He sets 
out to educate not your taste, but your con- 
noisseurship. This he does by a comprehen- 
sive survey of the elements in a book of 
preciousness from the point of view of a 
fastidious collector; and, directing his atten- 
tion chiefly to this class of readers, he often 
approaches the verge of a mere catalogue. 
Nevertheless, he covers a large canvas with- 
out leaving an impression of overmuch bare- 
ness of treatment or occasional perfunctori- 
ness. 

The general historical scheme might be 
more apparent. His style is unpretentious; 
indeed, that of a man so sure of his audience 
that he tries few of the arts of increasing the 
interest; and so sure of himself that he can 
afford to admit his shortcomings. “ A com- 
petent historian,” says he, “should have more 
to say on French illustrations; but the present 
writer has made no detailed study of them, 
and in the absence of any monograph to steal 
from, must record only his general impres- 
sions.” Fine books are to be prized for their 
typographical beauty, their place in the his- 
tory of printing, or their illustrations; and 
this scheme he sticks to closely and develops 
with relative completeness, as .is to be seen 
from the following abstract. 

As soon as a book becomes desirable for 
any other reason, says Mr. Pollard, its rarity 
becomes of paramount importance in deter- 
mining its price; and if we go back far 
enough, age adds to the interest of a book. 
But age and rarity are of little or no in- 
terest in themselves. In the same _ way, 
strength and beauty of form are qualities to 
which the collector pays attention, but never 
makes them primary. The social or literary 
interest of a book is the first consideration. 
Books having historical association with the 
development of printing combine in a singu- 
lar degree the charms of discovery with all 
sorts of literary, social and human side in- 
terests. The earliest books have beauty, but 
little literary interest, because they are mainly 
works of the preceding three centuries and 
subordinate the rather uninteresting author 
to an even more uninteresting person—the 
editor. But in compensation, these books fur- 
nish many interesting details of the printer 
and the presses. 

Any book which illustrates the relations of 
the early printer to the scribe, the difficulty 
he experienced in his work and the expedi- 
ents by which he surmounted it, can properly

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be called an incunabule. It took about a cen- 
tury for books to shake off the influence of 
manuscript and establish their own traditions. 
Blank spaces for headings, capitals and orna- 
ments were often left for insertions by hand; 
title pages were at first unknown, merely be- 
cause they had not been employed in the 
scripts; the extraordinary variety of founts 
in the early books was caused by the depend- 
ence of the printers on the styles of book- 
hand in vogue at the time and place, and 
because different styles were considered ap- 
propriate to different classes of books. But 
one of the good legacies of the manu- 
script days was putting the text handsomely 
on the page; the art of margins has been 
generally lost since the time of early printing. 
Books which bear upon their face, then, their 
position in the development of printing are 
called incunabula. The total number of Eng- 
lish incunabula at present known is about 
360, while those of Germany and Italy go 
high up into the thousands. Printing which 
had begun in Germany went down into Italy, 
and then up into France, the Netherlands and 
Holland, and did not reach England until it 
was beginning to pass into its commercial 
stage. In the fifteenth century, only three 
presses were there set up, against fifty in 
Germany, seventy in Italy, forty in France, 
twenty in the Netherlands and twenty-four in 
Spain. Indeed, provincial printing outside of 
Cambridge and Oxford was, except for an 
interval about the Commonwealth period, non- 
existent until the early years of the eighteenth 
century. The first books printed in America, 
in the seventeenth century, may claim the dig- 
nity of incunabula. But in Europe hundreds 
of books printed even so early as 1485 had 
ceased to show their connection with the de- 
velopment of printing. 

Besides this typographical and historical in- 
terest, the first books printed in a country 
possess racial significance. With all extant 
literature to choose from, the printer felt that 
a particular book was likely to bring him the 
most profitable returns from his particular 
market. .Thus it is interesting to note that 
the first large book in Germany was a Bible, 
in Italy a classic, in England a historical ro- 
mance. The type and the appearance of the 
pages, too, help to illustrate national charac- 
teristics. 

It was not until after nearly a century of 
printing that block-books (woodcut text) 
ceased to be produced for short and cheap 
books or for illustrated books with a small 
amount of text. This was because, when the 
blocks were once made, more work could be 
got out of them. Block-books possess, in 
addition to their historical interest, the attrac- 
tions of popular literature and of their illus- 
trations. It was so laborious to make them 
that the process was restricted to books likely 
to have a large sale, and thus the most famous 
ones are nearly all of a popular religious 
character. The majority of the illustrations 
in them are curious, rather than beautiful. 

The early German and Dutch illustrations 
in the books printed from movable type, how-

ever, by no means depend on quaintness for 
their charm. They present a harmony be- 
tween print and paper and cut which has very 
rarely been attained since. In Germany, good 
work began early, because a school of wood- 
cutters had grown up to supply the demand 
for playing cards and for the pictures of the 
saints. Edifying discourses fortunately at- 
tached themselves, in the early books, to sub- 
jects of every-day interest and amusement, 
and so could be illustrated. When there is 
little to be gained from a dull text, the artist 
may afford vivid and charming pictures of 
the social life of his day. The naive crafts- 
manship of the earliest illustrated German 
books gradually entered into a region of con- 
scious art. In Italy, book illustration began 
with the illuminator, and, in spite of skill and 
beauty, never quite attained the full possibili- 
ties of book illustration. Its best period came to 
an end when the sixteenth century was hardly 
under way. In England, the artistic spirit, so 
prominent in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries, had died out in the fifteenth, to 
have a partial revival only in the last days 
of Elizabeth. Caxton seems to have realized 
that the English-made woodcuts for the “Can- 
terbury Tales” were a failure. The pro- 
nounced discouragement of book illustration 
during the sixteenth century is not to be re- 
gretted, if one considers the quality of what 
English illustrations we have. All over Eu- 
rope the case was becoming the same. Good 
paper and careful presswork were needed, and 
these were everywhere deteriorating; and 
bookbuyers did not care enough for wood- 
cuts to make the expense worth while. Cop- 
per engravings were coming in, but in Eng- 
land even these were used sparingly for half 
a century; besides, the woodcuts were no 
longer as popular with the people. The pic- 
tures of incunabula had told their story sim- 
ply, quickly and directly, even if rudely; the 
newer illustrations were conscious works 
of art, which demanded study. The artists, 
too, were reserving their better work for sin- 
gle designs or for copperplates. By the end 
of the century, woodcuts had gone entirely 
out of fashion. Later, the extraordinary per- 
fection which the process block attained killed 
wood engraving, just as line engraving dis- 
appeared before the photogravure. Color 
processes now being rapidly perfected threaten 
to reduce all black-and-whites to unimport- 
ance. But, unfortunately, a hundred years 
hence very little will remain of all the illus- 
trated work—much of it really beautiful—on 
account of the heavily loaded paper used. 
The collector of the future will have to be 
an expert on paper and leather also if he 
wishes to leave his collection behind him. 
Printing, too, once it had passed its second 
stage, began to deteriorate. By 1500, men 
were thinking of new things, and with new 
literary ideals came new forms for books. 
Whereas they used to be made for reading 
stands, they were now made for the pocket 
and the saddlebag, and they became increas- 
ingly smaller and neater. But the change 
this expressed proved hostile to art. For the 
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support of Church and State began to be 
withdrawn when it was seen that printing was 
making men think for themselves; and even 
scholars began to withhold their help and 
advice from the printers. Thus it was not 
long before printing sunk to the level of a 
mere craft, and a badly paid one at that. Not 
until the second decade of the eighteenth cen- 
tury was seen the first advance guard of the 
brilliant French school, and English printing 
ceased to exist as an art after the Restora- 
tion. That type and good presswork could 
make a book beautiful was lost sight of en- 
tirely. But the craftsmen, with their quite 
ae work, were, with various improve- 
ments, learning to be more workmanlike. And 
finally an artist came once more to the mak- 
ing of books. It may be said that no other 
printer, since printing began, has ever pro- 
duced such artistic results as William Morris 
in 1891. His exquisite craftsmanship and his 
wonderful borders and capitals give a rich- 
ness and dignity of effect which is the crewn- 
ing achievement of the press. 


CHANGES IN THE CENTURY COM- 
PANY. 


AT a meeting of the trustees of the Cen- 
tury Company, March 3, William W. Ells- 
worth was elected president, to succeed the 
late Frank H. Scott, who died on November 
25, 1912, after having held that office for some 
twenty years. Ira H. Brainerd was elected 
vice-president; Douglas Z. Doty, secretary; 
Josiah J. Hazen, assistamt treasurer. Donald 
Scott continues treasurer of the company. 
George Inness; Jr., was elected a trustee, to 
serve with W. W. Ellsworth and [fra H. 
Brainerd. 

Mr. Ellsworth was made secretary of the 
Century Company in 1881 and vice-president 
in 1911. George Inness, Jr., the well-known 
artist, is the son-in-law of the founder of the 
company, and has long been closely identified 
with its interests. Ira H. Brainerd, formerly 
connected with the business department of 
the house for many years, has been a trustee 
of the company for the past two years, having 
succeeded his father, Cephas Brainerd. Doug- 
las Z. Doty is literary adviser to the Century 
Company, and Josiah J. Hazen is advertising 
manager of the Century. 

The election of Mr. Ellsworth to the presi- 
dency gives formal recognition to thirty-five 
years of untiring and enthusiastic service in 
the interests of the company—years of un- 
tiring and enthusiastic service also in the in- 
terests of publishing as a fine and gracious 
art, with the personal relation of publisher 
and author one of permanent and valued 
friendship. A great grandson of Chief Justice 
Oliver Ellsworth and of the lexicographer, 
Noah Webster, a relative of Roswell Smith 
through both his mother’s and his father’s 
family, Mr. Ellsworth came to New York in 
1878, at the age of 23, to find a warm wel- 
come waiting for him in Roswell Smith’s 
office, then the office of Scribner & Co., pub- 
lishing Scribner’s Monthly and St. Nicholas. 
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In 1881, there was a complete reorganization 
of the company, the firm of Charles Scrib- 
ners Sons withdrawing, the name was 
changed to the Century Company, and the 
name of the magazine founded by Roswell 
Smith and Dr. Holland to the Century. Mr. 
Ellsworth was made secretary of the new 
company; Frank H. Scott, treasurer; and 
Charles F. Chichester, assistant treasurer. On

the death of Mr. Smith, in 1893, Mr. Scott 
succeeded to the presidency, continuing in 
that position until his death, November 25, 
1912. 

Through most of these thirty-five years, 
Mr. Ellsworth has given his time to the mak- 
ing and marketing of books, finding in this 
his keenest interest and pleasure. These are 
the phases of the publishing business, as he 
himself declares, which mean most to him— 
the reading and judging of books in manu- 
script, the treating with authors, the dignified, 
demand-stimulating publicity and advertising 
of the books when made. The devoted work 
of these years has been broken by wide travel 
in his own country and four trips abroad— 
one with George Inness, Jr., the painter, in 
(884; a winter in Egypt in 1889-90, a short 
trip im the summer of 1910, and a long tour, 
which included northern Africa, a year ago. 

But those who know Mr. Ellsworth as a 
publisher know only one side of him. His 
lectures on American history have brought 
him the friendship of large numbers who 
would never have known him through his

work as a publisher or through his writings, 
often anonymous, in the Outlook and other 
magazines. The preparation of these lectures, 
the travel and the stimulus of their delivery, 
gave Mr. Ellsworth unfailing pleasure; and 
no man believes more strongly that every 
man, however absorbing the work of his days, 
should have another interest, work or play or 
fad, to help him to sane, vigorous, well- 
rounded, happy living.

ROTHERWAS LIBRARY AND EARL OF 
CRAWFORD’S COLLECTION TO 
BE AUCTIONED. 


Tue Rotherwas library will be sold at auc- 
tion in London early in April. It consists 
chiefly of books of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries in old calf and morocco bindings, 
and has apparently not been added to for 
many years, Many of the books are of Amer- 
ican interest, such as Stedman’s “American 
War,” in two volumes; Weld’s “North Amer- 
ica,” in two volumes; Charlevoix’s “Para- 
guay,” in six volumes, and Hennepin’s “Voy- 
ages.” There are choice editions of some 
French illustrated books of the eighteenth 
century, first editions of “Gulliver’s Travels,” 
Purcell’s “Orpheus Britannicus,” Dugdale’s 
“Monasticon,” and Johnson’s “Pirates.” 

It is said that the Earl of Crawford’s li- 
brary at Haigh Hall, Wigan, is to be dispersed 
soon. It surpasses in value and extent any 
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of the private libraries in England. An un- 
confirmed report says the library may become 
the property of the nation, but in the event 
of the collection being sold at auction, it is 
understood that the trustees of the Rylands 
Library, of Manchester, the British Museum 
and various university libraries will have an 
opportunity of acquiring such treasures as 
they may want. The strength of the collec- 
tion lies in its examples of the early English 
and Italian printers, of works printed in 
Mexico and Lima on the languages of North 
and South America, of Reformation and Civil 
War tracts, of some 20,000 broadsides of all 
nations, of early English newspapers and 
those published in France during the Revolu- 
tion, of Chinese books and_ historical French 
and German caricatures. It is announced that 
the late Earl bequeathed the philatelic section 
of his library to the nation. It will probably 
be housed in the British Museum, which will 
thus possess the greatest reference collection 
of stamps and the. most nearly complete li- 
brary of philatelic works in the world.
